Farmers with a few trees or 
a balanced home orchard can 
well afford to buy ready-prepar- 
ed spray materials for treating 
their fruit trees during the 
winter. 

Both oil emulsion and = con- 
centrated lime-sulphur can be 
bought in gallon cans carrying 
directions for diluting, says 
Ford. One to two gallons of the 
diluted mixture are needed for 
each tree and the cost will run 
five to ten cents a tree for oil 
emulsion and 12 to 25 cents for 
lime-sulphur.

Cheaper Production 
When feeding hogs corn, ei- 
ther in field or dry lot, feed dry 
a protein supplement of equal} 


parts cottonseed meal and tank- 
age. This will cul prain needed 
about in half for 100 pounds 
gain. 

Many a good farmer has the 
idea that the bigger and fatter 
he gets his hogs the better hog 
raiser he is. 

But J. R. Speed, county agent, 
said this week that this is not 
necessarily true. Mr. Speed said 
that the average farmer should 
not carry his hogs beyond about 
250 pounds weight. 

Reasons given for this recom- 
mendation is that feed is scarce 
and should be conserved, and 
the older a hog gets, the more 
feed it requires per pound of 
gain. 

Light weight hogs also are 
lot easier to handle at butch- 
ering time and the meat cures 
easier than from heavy hogs, 
Speed pointed out. 

One experiment station report 
shows that 359 pounds of feed 
will make a 100 pound pig be- 
come a 200 pound shoat. But it 
took 510 pounds of feed to make 
the same average hog gain 
from 400 pounds to 500 pounds 
in weight. 

“Because of the present grain 
shortage and high feed costs, 
butchering hogs at the right 
time is extremely important,” | 
Speed declared, “This does not, 
mean that farmers should pro- 
duce less pork. Butchering at 
reasonable weights will result in 
lower feed costs and will leave 
more feed with which to grow 
out and fatten additional hogs” 
he explained.

Telephone System 

The new dial telephone system promised 
Elba by January 1, 1947 is still only a 
banch of promises and assurances by the 
company that the system will be put in as 
secn as “materials are available’. Material 
shortages are still acute and no doubt the 
telephone company has trouble getting 
things it needs, but last year when the new 
system was promised the company said 
ti oy had a 400-unit system in a warehouse 
at Napier Field and it could be installed by 
the end of last year. Most of the inside 
system has been installed but according to 
Mr. Griffin, manager of the company, the 
outside system can’t be completed because 
they gan’t get cable. 

Even in this time of scarcities it seems 
that a year is an awful long time to try to 
get cable and still not haves any. Almost 
anything can be acquired in time if enough 
effort is exerted. : = 

Meanwhile, Elba struggles along on a 
telephone system that was out of date long 
before shortages existed. It is an invon- 
venience and a hindrance. The people of 
Elba have been very patient about this 
outmoded system. They agreed to increased 
rates with fewer complaints than would 
have been expected. They have been very 
fait about it and now they are perfectly 
right in asking that the company fulfill 
its promises and bring its system up to 
date. 

Perhaps the most inconvenienced persons 
concerned are the local operators who often 
are blamed for poor service. The trouble 
doesn’t lie with them, however. Nobody 
can do a good job unless given equipment 
te work with. 


War Surplus 

In the early years of the war when the 
tanker S. S. Sacketts Harbor was built she 
was expected to transport gasoline and oil 
during the war and then take her place in 
the ship graveyard and slowly rust away, 
However, fate intervened when the Sac- 
kett’s Harbor broke in two during a storm 
off the Alaskan coast. The Navy later sank 
the bow end, but the citizens of Anchorage, 
Alaska, leased the stern end, pulled it a- 
shore and are now using her 5400-KW 
turbine electric generating plant to supply 
current for the city. Too bad more of our 
fine war equipment didn’t end up doing 

such a fine post-war job.

School Children 

Pages and pages have been written urg- 
ing the motorist to beware of school child- 
ren when driving his car. All this is good, 
and care on the part of the motorist will 
cave the lives of many children, However, 
rere cooperation is needed on the part of 
the children and their parents. 

Children who wait along the highways 
for school buses often are too careless 
about getting on the road, This practice 
makes it doubly hard on the motorist. It is 
not unusual along the highway to see 
groups of four or five children waiting for 
the bus, standing on the road or standing 
entirely too close to it. In most cases the 
1:otorist can move over and allow plenty 
of room, but children shouldn’t make it 
necessary for him to do this. 

Standing on the road and causing a dri- 
ver to have to move over to the wrong side 
is bad practice and can lead to dire conse- 
quences. It is the duty of the driver to slow 
down and exercise care when passing child- 
ren, but it also the duty of the children to 
sec that the driver is allowed his due por- 
tion of the road. 

Accidents involving school children are 
among the worst and special effort has 
heen made to educate the driver to avoid 
them. Perhaps all this fanfare has given 
the child a false sense of security. If child- 
ven can be taught to be as observant of 
the rights of the motorists there will bé 
fewer accidents involving them in the fu- 
ture.

The conflagration in Maine, 
which has cost at least 20 deaths 
and estimated property loss of 


$27,000,000, is just being brought 
under controll after several 
weeks of effort. 

Alabama has never suffered 
the like of fires other states 


have reported in recent months, 
It has been fortunate in that its 
fires, though many in number, 
are of smaller conseqnences. 
Foresters warn these small fires 
can always develop into roaring 
demons of death and destruc- 
tion. 

When you're in the woods, 
whether hunting, fishing, or ad- 
miring the scenery, be careful 
with that match, cigarette, cl- 
gar, or pipe ash. If you must 
build a warming or cooking fire, 
make sure every coal is out be- 
fore you leave it.
